Communism ha,s often been 
tried and, outside of a few .‘mail religiotLs communities, 
has failed. 

.\bout 1840 there was a wave of I'ourieristic Com- 
munisni in this country. It was started by Albert Bris¬ 
bane. and some of the most brilliant and l>est men and 
women this country has ever produced participated in 
the experimenu. But all the Communistic settlements 
where the religioiu and ascetic elements were lacking 
came to naught. 


Collectivism is not a negation of property, 'nor is 
Socialism. Please keep this in mind. 

Sogialism simply demands the collective ownership of 
the means of production and distribution. .We will pro- 
dttefc in common, but the consumption will remain indi¬ 
vidual. t 

Socialism will control only our capital, not our prop¬ 
erty. A Socialist Commonwealth will not do away with 
the indivitlital ownership of property, but only mf/i fndi- 
fidual otfiicrsliil' of cafilal. 


all property. The Cotnmuiusts want to produce and 
consume in common. There arc few eonrctoiw Com¬ 
munists in the world at the present time. 

To make myself still more expliSit, "capital” is that 
part of wealth which is used as means of production— 
that is, raw matcnals, as machineiy, factories, etc. 1 o 
socialize thc.se is the aim of all Soci|ah.sts. 

But all products and wares, after they have been dis¬ 
tributed for consumption and persifnal use. will remain 
private property. -• 

It is necessary to state this at thfci time because there 
are some Communists who think they are Socialists. 

There arc even some editors who seem to find it diffi- 
cuh to distinguish between capital and property from a 
Socialist standpoint. 

A Social-Dcmoeracy must sodalu* capital becau.se in 
the Co-6perativc Commonwealth thg industrial democ- 
raev must rule.

Under the present capitalistic sysIM collecthx capital, 
esj^ially as organized in the corpor--tJoo5,

ft is clear from all this that the people must turn pri¬ 
vately owned capital into collectively owned capital as a 
matter of self-preservation. 

The people must do it because private capital, which 
was formerly a means of progress, is now impeding 
progress. 


In short, the private ownership of capiul was for 
several hundred years an historical necessity. Now the 
collective ownership of capital is becoming an historical 
necessity. * 

That such is the trend of the time we can see at a 
glance from the discussion that is going on in the daily 
and weekly papers and in the magazines. 

But that trend is toward Socialism, not toward Gan- 
munlsm. 

The measures that the Socialists will take and must 
Uke will closely connect with the presen^ system and 
evolve from it.

1. A Man-Made Wfldemets

W ITHIN a ten houra'journey of ChiraKo. Milwaukee, St. Paul and 
MinneapoUa there ia a desolate jungle covering almoet a millioB 
aeres oT land. Not so very many years ago this temtory waa 
covered with a magniheent fores', worth millions of doUan All this 
wealth belonged to the people of Wiaconsin. It waa common wealth. 

In the city of Madiaon, Wi.a., there atanrla a great building called 
the state eapitol. This, too, is the property of the people. And in thk 
biiildiug for over half a century the representativea of the people have 
met. ostensively to administer to the wellbeing of the entire eitisenahip. 

The voters were not very careful in the selection of their repreeen* 
tutives. Neither did they pay them wages which would attract men 
capable of being .administrators of great eatates. Five hundr^ doUara 
per year ia all that Wisconsin could afford to pay its lawmakers. 'To do 
the biggest kimi of jobs the state eeleeted cheap five hundred dollar a 
year ■nen; too cheap to be good as the saying goes. 

With every opening of the legislature other men came to MadisoDu 
There was nothing cheap about them. They stopped in the finest 
hotel and apparently had money to throw away. They were a fine look¬ 
ing, well groomed, shrewd, highly educated set and their salaries ran 
into the U'ns of ihousan<l.'<. 'These were the representatives of eastern 
corporations, the seekers of special privileges. And the big ten thou¬ 
sand dollar men representing capital met the little five hundred ^oUar 
man representing the people. I^et’s see what happened 

In the (!arly days of Wi.sconsin the people ne^ed railroads. One 
way to get them would have l)een for the government to iaaiie bonds, use 
the proceeds to construct the roacLs and then sell the adjoining public 
lai'.d for enough to pay off the bonds. In this manner the people would 
have acquirea their own railroads. Rut the big eastern men persuaded 
the little lawmakers of Wiseuusin that the proper way to do this ebing 
Was for the people to bond themselves, turn the money and the pnblie 
land over to the corporations, who then, with the people’s weabh 
would build the railroads for themselves. This method is called 
“getting something for nothing,” and it is the easiest way to get rich 
without work. 

For many years afterwards the railroad bonds issued by the atatc, 
counties and town* of Wisconsin made their re-appearance in tlie tax 
bill of eveiy sovereira citizen. So after all it was not the state but the 
dear people who paid for the railroads belonging to the eastera crowd. 
The railroad companies obtained the land for nothing, thoi they
